The late Isaac Butts, of Rochester, N. X., Was 
a man with maby friends. ~ Ome of the latter, 
with mistaken kindness, has had this book pub- 
lished. It is not worth reading. It is written in 
a sort of second-rate editggial and the ove 
or two good things it contains might have been 
put into a column of an average-aized newspa- 
per, instead of being united with a thousand or 
so platitudes and put into a book. Mr. Butts, 
by some wondrous anomaly, was both u jourfal- 
ist aud a capitalist; but, judged by this work, 
he was not an inspired, or ever an able author. 

Statistics are his bete noir. He devoutly be- 
lieves that tigures will lie, and that any side of 
amy question can be proved by them. He there- 
fore rules them out of the dieeuasion, and tries 
to prove tlie superiority of Free Trade by argu- 
ing simply from abstract principles. There isa 
goodly measure of reason in tus dea. It is al- 
most impossible to correctly estimate all the

ein neither prevent nor procure the industrial 
Millennium. Readers of Gréeley’s ‘* Political 
Economy will remember that he quotes the fig- 
ufes of the Ohio wool-crop to show that the year 
after the Tariff was cut down was matked by a 

reat decrease in the amoupt of wool clipped. 

t is a very neat statistical argument as it stands 
in his pages, but t is utterly deatroyed by the 
fact that an epidemic killed a great part of the 
sheep owned in Obio daring the year of the 
changes in the Tariff.

CONCURRENT AND CUMULATIVE TESII- 


: ON 0 

The great Brooklyn trial calls for the ex- 
ercise of much discrimination on the part of 
the reading public as well as of the jury, 
and necessitates the recognition and applica- 
tion of established principles of evidence. 
One of these principles is so. often omitted 
from thought, even by quite intelligent per- 
sons, and yet is so often requisite in order 
to a just consideration of such cases, that we 
advert to it, not less for general purposes 
than for its bearing om the particular matter 
named. There isa wide difference between 
isolated and concurrent testimony as to the 
evidential value. If one man testifies that 
on a certain occasion A told a lie or com- 
mitted a theft, the fact has weight. If two 
men, however, give the same testimony, the 
evidential value is not merely twice as great, 
but much beyond that, because now 
„ new fact has come in to be ac- 
counted for, to-wit, the concurrence of two 
independent witnesses,—a fact which de- 
mands explanation over and abovethe similar 
statements of each. The concurrence of 
three would add immensely more to the cer- 
tainty of the case than the arithmetical ad- 
dition of the number of witnesses, for the 
game reason. It is as in deciding between a 
case of chance and intelligent design. On the 
sea-beach we might find a letter of the alpha- 
bet traced in the sand, and might feel pretty 
sure that it had been made by a human hand; 
yet adoubt might remain whether it were not 
accidental. But if there were two letters side 
by side, the evidence of design would be not 
merely twice as great, but ten times, perhaps 
a hundred times; while the occurrence of 
three letters would be a demonstration a 
thousand-fold as strong. For, while a chance 
cause might make a single letter, the con- 
currence of two letters in the same place by 
chance would be exceedingly improbable, and 
that of three would be only less than than an 
absolute impossibility. And yet each of the 
three in itself, and apart from the concurrence, 
might chance to be. 

This points to the great and appalling diffi- 
culty which Mr. Bezcuer’s lawyers will have 
to encounter in sustaining the theory of his 
innocence. Any one damaging fact, perhaps, 
might be plausibly accounted for, and even 
each of eight or ten such facts taken sepa- 
rately in as many cases. But what shall be 
done with the farmore significant fact of their 
concurrence in thie one case?

Tew should testify squarely to Mr. B.'s guilt; 


that a written accusation of Mrs. Trox's 
should have been made to the same effect, 
which, though recalled, was again affirmed ;

We refer the people of Chicago to the new 
Custom-House now in process of construction 
under the system the Communists demand. 
In addition to receiving ten hours pay for 
eight hours’ work, the actual labor performed 
is not more than half as much as that done 
for private persons. This Government build- 
ing, in consequence of the shirking and old 
sogering,” is costing the country two prices 
to erect it, and the extra cost is coming out 
of the pockets of the business and industrial 
classes. 

2. A cheap form of transportation, to facilitate ex- 
change of commodities. 

The Grangers have been all over this ques- 
tion. Congress has been all over it. Every- 
body has been all over it. We have scarcely 
heard of anything else for the last three or 
four years. And, after all the discussion and 
legislation on the subject, the whole country, 
including the Grangers, has settled down to 
the conviction that, under our form of 
Government, no better system can be devised 
than to leave private business of all kinds to 
private enterprise. The competition of the 
Baltimore & Ohio Railroad on the 
one hand, and the safeguard of the 
Erie Canal and the inland lakes on the other, 
are saving more to the American people in 
the cost of transportation than all the legisla- 
tive devices that have been invented to secure 
cheap transportation. Fortunately, the 
popular mania on this subject had expended 
itself before any of the - profligate schemes 
introduced into the late Congress could be 
formulated, and the country will now escape 
the chagrin of a failure and the waste of 
enormous sums of money sure to follow any 
attempt to span the continent with Govern- 
ment railroads. 

3. The substitution of arbitration for strikes when- 
ever and wherever employes and employers are willing 
to meet on equal grounds. 

The lack of intellectual resources in this 
Industrial Congress was conspicuous 
everywhere, but nowhere more conspicuous 
than above. It has long since been conceded 
that arbitration ig a much better solution of 
differences between employers and emplcyes 
than strikes and lock-outs, and this plan is 
already adopted whenever both parties can be 
induced to. agree to it. But, if it was the 
purpose of the Congress to promote and 
further this plan, why was not some practica- 
able system suggested which would substitute 
arbitration for strikes ? Simply to recommend 
it, where all parties are willing and agreed, is 
very much like a formal declaration that 
peace is preferable to war. 

4. The prohibition of the importation of all servile 
races, and the discontinuation of all subsidies granted 
to national vessels bringing them to our shores, 

The Industrial Congress” was composed 
of a set of people who evidéntly haven't been 
reading much of. late years. If they had, 
they would know that there has been no im- 
portation of servile races in this country 
since 1808, when the constitutional prohibi- 
tion of the slave-trade went into effect. If 
the above demand refers to the Chinese, then 
it is an exhibit of additional ignorance. 
China is a free country ; there is no servile 
race there in the sense of slavery, bondage, 
or involuntary servitude. There has been a 
practice of making contracts with Chinamen 
for a term of years at a certain price, with an 
agreement to return them, dead or alive, to 
their homes at the expiration of that term. 
There have probably been abuses of this sys- 
tem; but we do not think that it is necessary 
to make a constitutional amendment forbid- 
ding such contracts in California. The most 
profitable thing people can do is to mind 
their own business. 

5, To advance the standard of American mechanics 
by the enactment and enforcement of equitable ap- 
prentice-laws, 

The meaning of this demand is not 
clear. If, as we presume, it refers to the 
arbitrary and tyrannical rules adopted by 
certain trades-unions to limit the number of 
apprentices and keep American boys from 
learning trades under the pretext of keeping 
up wages, but really to furnish situations for 
more foreign workmen, then the demand 
that this abuse shall be corrected by legisla 


er wagés, and then turn out with arms to 
prevent other men from working at the price 
they have refused, or to burn and destroy 
property, the aid of the military is invoked 
to suppress the outrage. If it is intended 
that the military shall not be used to protect 
those willing to work or the property of the 
employers from incendiary destruction, or 
 neighborhootia and eities from mob violence 
and riots, and the peace of communities from 
“Molly Maguire ” outrages, then we fear the 
Communistic Congress will not have their 
prayer granted in this country. 


STATE SCHOOLS, * 

The New York Daily Bulletin is one of the 
few logical opponents of compulsory educa- 
tion in the country. It finds itself forced, in 
order to sustain the right of parents to 
starve their children's minds, to deny the ad- 
visability of the States supporting any 
schools at all. This is the only position 
which a disbeliever in compulsory education 
can logically take. If the State has the right 
to tax its citizens in order to buy ground, 
build schools upon it, and pay teachers, it 
has the right to compel parents to let their 
children attend. The right to levy this tax is 
justified only by the fact that the public 
schools make better citizens out of the rising 
generation. If they do not, their 
raison detre ceases. The State thus 
holds the school-tax as a trust. In order 
to justify its collecting it, it must apply 
it to the purpose already set forth,—the cul- 
tivation in citizenship of all the youth. 80 
far as it fails to do this, so far as it allows the 

i of the pooror any other class to 
grow up in untrained license and recruit the 
ranks of criminals,—just so far is it faithless 
to ita trust and deserving of rebuke. The 
citizen then has a right to complain and to 
insist that the money he has paid shall be so 
used that its worth will be returned to him 
or his children and country im decreased 
crime, greater security, and purer politics, 
The right of universal taxation for schools in- 
volves the duty of universal education in 
those schools or others as good. 

The Bulletin. tacitly admits that if State 
schools are proper, compulsory education is 
inevitable. At the close of an editorial in 
support of the natural right of adults 
to breed paupers, idiots; and criminals, 
it says: A a final result, its [the com- 
mon-school system’s}-total destruction may 
be fairly prophesied; perhaps, after all, how- 
ever, such a consequence would be the bet 
thing that could happen, apd the State going 
out of business as a teacher, popular educa- 
tion would be taken up as a matter of busi- 
ness, philanthropy, and religious propagand- 
ism, producing, we doubt not, much better 
and more abundant fruit than under the ex- 
isting methods.” This is a frank confession. 
We are glad t see that the contest is 
narrowing down to its real issue,—compulso- 
ry schooling or no State schools at all. It is 
well that this alternative should be under- 
stood. Just as a matter of curiosity, we 
should like to know why the Bulletin thinks 
that the forces of business, philanthropy, 
and religion will educate a nation better than 
State schools. The declaration is somewhat 
amazing, inasmuch as all three of these com- 
bined have never, at any time in the history 
of any nation, given a decent education to 
one-third of the rising generation. The fu- 
ture will not take up these broken education- 
al tools, which the present has cast aside as 
unworthy of use.
